Michael, A m er­ 
ican consul general at Calcutta and 
form er chief chok of tile state d epart­ 
ment. and of T hom as Morrison, dis­ 
bursing clerk of th e departm ent, the 
subcom m ittee of tile house com m ittee 
on expenditures in the state depart 
m ent adopted the report, which it will 
present to the full com m ittee. 
T he alleged m isappropriation took 
place in connection with tin* purchase 
of a portrait of A ssociate Justice Day, 
form er secretary of state, and am ount­ 
ed to $1 690 Only $S50 was paid to Al­ 
bert Rosenthal, the artist who painted 
tin* picture, w hereas the com m ittee 
traced to a single voucher the sum of 
$2,450, on which voucher wore w ritten 
th*- words "for portrait and fram e of 
ox-Secretary Day.” 
N either the president nor tin* secre­ 
tary of state, according to the report, 
has the right to pay for portraits of 
form er secretaries of state from the 
emergenev fund, from which cam e th** 
money to pay for tile Day portrait.
